Our allies, the Russian peo- 
ple, are engaged, under trying cireum- 


stances in establishing institutions 
Which shall fully conform to their 
ideals of liberty and order. In the 


midst of inevitable difficulties, which 
command.our sympathy, they have af- 
firmed their determination to remain 
faithful to the alliance. 

Made Common Cause. 

“The United States of America, re- 
fusing to tolerate the arrogance and 
menace of Prussian militarism, have 
made common cause with the allies 
and are vigorously co-operating in the 
struggle for freedom and humanity. 
Already the Canadian people have 
given many expressions of the warm 
welcome with which they greet their 
great kindred neighbor as a comrade 
in arms. 

“The meeting of the Imperial war 
cabinet and Imperial, war conference 
in the early part of the year have very 
materially facilitated the thorough co- 
operation of the Dominion, both in the 
prosecution of the war and in prepara- 
tion for the future. They constitute 
also an important step in the develop- 
jment of constitutional relationships be- 
tween the nations of the British com- 
monwealth. : 

Utmost Effort. 

“Notwithstanding the 
military strength of the allied nations, 
the stubborn resistance of the enemy 
theatres of the war demonstrates the 
need of throwing our utmost effort 
into the struggle and thus hastening 
the day of abiding peace.

Edmonton public school board has 
passed a resolution which makes an 
offer, subject to the legality of the 
purchase, to buy from the brokerage 
house of C. D, MeNairn, of Chicago, 
83,000 of the board’s own debentures 
at 92 and interest. 

The scholo board sat until midnight 
on Thursday discussing the proposi- 
tion, which involves the outlay of a 
portion of the $400,000 which the 
board holds in its capital account as 
the result of the sale of debentures 
for building purposes, and it is a num- 
ber of these debentures which they 
now propose to buy back. 

The only opponent 
was the chairman, W. Rea, The other 
members present and who voted for 
the resolution were Trustees Barnes, 
Namesay, Frost, Duggan and McPher- 
son, 

The resolution was to the effect 
that the board offer to C, D, MeNairn 
of Chicago, through its represen- 
tative, to purchase at 92 and interest, 
$3,000 of its own debentures, compris- 
ing 75,000 of No, 17 issue to mature in 
1953, and 8,000 of No. 18 issue, to ma- 
ture in 1964, subject to legal, opinion 
as to the purchase, 

The legal opinion is asked for by 3 
‘clock on Friday.

The city will not appoint a repre- 
sentative to the Board of Conciliation 
in respect to the Street Railwaymen's

| In his reply to the Department of 
| Labor, in response to the request that

“I submit that if the present em- 
Ployees desire any board in regard to 
lany dispute which may arise, that the 
time to appoint a board is when such 
| dispute arises, and not for the purpose 
}of threshing out a dispute which the 
men settled by violating their agree- 
|ment, the terms of the Act, and the 
‘rules of their own union, 

“Under the circumstances, IT would 
ask that the minister reconsider the 
matter and rescind his present decis- 
ion as to appointing a board.” 

Mr. Bown alludes to the me@ting 
held in the couneil chamber on Tues- 
day evening, and the resolution for- 
warded to Ottawa from the meeting, 
and says: 

“I am further instructed to state 
that in the opinion of the city admin 
istration the meeting did not in any 
way represent or reflect the consensus 


of a very small majority.”

Football Among Oldest of Outdoor Sporte 


The summer of 1917 will take the count this week, and with 
the ushering in of the autumnal season the fierce blvat of the foot- 
ball fan will be heard in the land, for, despite the war, the gridiron 
witl come in for its just share in the calendar of sports. ‘ootball 
is one of the oldest of sports, and some authorities say it is the an- 
cestor of all outdoor games, The ancient Greeks and Romans 
played a game similar to football, the Romans calling it Follis. The 
gridiron pastime has always been of a ferocious nature. The first 
contest pulled off in England was at Chester, when a human head, 
from which a captured Dane had been separated, was used as a 
football. As early as the twelfth century football was England's 
most popular sport. There were no “elevens” in those days, but 
the adult male populations of whole townships contended one againat 
the other, and the contest frequently lasted all day. A game that 
didn’t leave several corpses strewed about the premises, and send 
most of the players home with broken bones or heads was con- 
sidered very tame and uninteresting by the fans in those happy days. 
The lords of the land were naturally peeved at such a general slaugh- 
ter of their profitable peasants, and appealed to the king to stop the 
sport, Decrees forbidding football were issued by Edward II., Henry 
IV., Edward III., Richard I1., and James II., but they might as well 
have commanded the rain to stop falling. Even the infliction of 
the death penalty upon the survivors of a football game failed to 
dampen the ardor of the enthusiasts. Wherever Britishers have 
gone they have taken football with them, but in America they found 
the Indians playing an aboriginal brand of football. Today the 
Football association of England, the governing body of the soccer 
game, has a membership of 400 professional clubs, and nearly 76,000 
amateur clubs. Before the war it was estimated that there were 
nearly a million soccer players in England, while the professionals 
alone numbered about 7,000, most of whom, if not all, have gone to
